‘“‘Who’s Who” on 
Raymond Robins 


RAYMOND ROBINS, described in 
“Who's Who” as a social economist, 
is 45 years old, and had had a picturesque 
career. Born in New York of poor par- 
ents, he got his education in the country 
schools of Ohio, Kentucky and Florida. 
He was a miner, and went to the Klon- 
dike in the gold rush, where he “struck 
it rich.” Much of his present ample for- 
tune is a result of his “strike.”” He mar- 
ried Miss Margaret Dreier, who was per- 
haps more famous than himself as a soc- 
ial worker. He was Progressive candi- 
date for United States Senator from II- 
linois in 1914, and chairman of the Pro- 
gressive national convention in 1916. He’ 
is social service expert of the Men and 
Religion Forward Movement, has been a 
member of the Chicago Board of Educa- 
tion, and has been identified with many 
movements for improving the condition 
of the poor in Chicago, as well as a gen- 
erous donor to such causes. He was a 
close personal friend of Theodore Roose- 
velt. He went to Russia as a Major in the 
Red Cross mission headed by Col. William 
B. Thompson of New York, and was pro- 
moted to Colonel in Russia. He lives in 
Chicago.

The contents of the bookshelves of 
the St. Sophia and Palace libraries 
are known, but in the cellars under 
the Palace library there are many 
manuscripts in Arabic, Greek, Latin 
and Eastern languages. These man- 
uscripts are in hopeless confusion 
and no person with special aptitude 
for research work has been permitted 
to examine them In recent years. 
About 30 years ago a German drago- 
man obtained permission from the 
Sultan to spend a week in those cel- 
lars. In that time he was to 
make only a very superficial exami- 
,nation of the manuscripts, but

“In the library of the Church of 
the Holy Sepulcher in Constantino- 
ple he came across a small volume 
entitled simply ‘Saint Clement.”

German Court Under New Rule 
Quickly Decides How to Handle 
Young Offenders. 

BERLIN.—Apparently a change 
from militarism to Bolshevism does 
not change the nature of a Prussian, 
as instanced in this story told by the 
Nord-Bayerische Zeitung: 


A case recalling the most sinister 


'davs of Prussian militarism is re- 


ported from Wolfenbuttel. 

The Bolshevist tribunal of that 
town had sentenced three voung men 
to death for concealing firearms in 
their homes. After sentence had 
been passed it was discovered that 
the condemned were only 18 years 
old, an age at which, according to 
law, the cupital sentence cannot be 
carried out, but must be transmuted 
into one of hard labor. 

The circumstances having been 
brought to the notice of Dr. Frankl. 
the Court Auditor, the latter simply 
changed the age of 18, as stated in 
the written judgment, to 21, remark- 
ing: “There, now we may quietly 
hang them.” The court approved

At New York the machinery was removed from the 
hull and sold to James P. Allaire; thereafter the Sa- 
vannah went into the service as a wind-jammer. for 


which she was originally created—a melancholy fate 
for such a brave little craft. She made re 
trips between New York and Savannah. commanded 
by Capt. Holdredge, until Nov. 6, 1821, when she wags 
driven ashore by a northeaster and wrecked opposite 
Moriches, on the south shore of Long ‘sland. 
a total loss. 

The steam cylinder of the Savannah’s engine 
exhibited at the Crystal Palace Fair in New York 
Tso6, and attracted much interest. Naval architects 
the view that the Savannah would not prove a 
success aS a Cargo Carrier as the space needed for her 
machinery and fuel supply left very little storage room 
for freight. She had no fuel bunkers and when che 
shipped her wogd and coal supply for a vovage her 
carrying space was almost entirely taken, a defect that 
was guarded against in the construction of the Sirius 
end the Great Eastern, which were built some 
later.
